had cool nights and cool dawns, 
As day is born, the land and its 
growing things respond’ to it, At 
first the delicate color arises, a 
pale pink, like fine gauze across 
the skyland, then shades of gold 
herald its coming, Soon it arcs 
bold and bright, a glow with be- 
nign sunshine over the tree lines 
and increases the temperature of 
the day. . ; oo 

All across the. ponds towering 
columns of pale mist rises into 
the.air. It expands, merges, draws 
apart, joins together into one 
shimmering cloud, and finally 
withdraws. Behind this process all 
the landscape wavers as though 
seen through dancing heat waves. 
Soon the ponds reflect the clear 
sky above. 

What happened ‘to . summer? 
Could yow really say? 

Didn't it just sprout wings and 
quietly fly away? . 

A few weeks ago the brooks 
ran full and sang gayly as they 
welcomed summer. Now the wheel 
of time has turned on ‘its rim a 
quarter cycle and with. so. little 
rain the waters move- lanquidly 
or not_at all among the rocks and 
roots. 

I followed an old rutted path to 
the uplands looking for blackber- 
ries. I twisted and turned with 
the path as it wound through 
spruces and hemlocks until I came 
to the cutting covered with’ bush- 
es, 

One doesn’t just wade carelessly 
‘into this tangled jungle of strong, 
prickly canes. The bushes -are 
tough; they are covered with 
sharp needle-pointed briars that 
command -respect. 

Wild raspberries and blackber- 
ries are part of nature’s healing 
touch. When the land is first cut 
over, the gashed stumps and dead 
limb slash are unsightly and a 
desolate scene. Then grow the 
ferns, grasses and canes of the 
berry ‘bushes. At this time it’s a 
real challenge to get into the 
place. Every step was taken cau- 
tiously for I didn’t want to find 
myself down on a bed of prickly 
canes.

All changes in our constitution 
must originate with the Legisla- 
ture and be approved by the yot- 
ers at a regularly scheduled gener- 
al election. The Governor has call- 
ed a Special Session of the Leg- 
islature at this time so «that -on 
Nov. 7 the voters may have. the 
chance to consider a constitutional 
amendment to limit. government 
spending. If the Legislature post- 
poned any consideration of this 
issue until the 109th Legislature 
convenes in January, the voters 
would not be able to consider any 
constitutional spending limits ‘un- 
til November 1980, ‘ 

In preparing for the Special 
Session this week I attended three 
days of Public Hearings and Work 
Sessions in Augusta. Five differ- 
ent bills were presented at these 
hearings, but the focus of discus- 
sion was on the Maine Tax-Limi- 
tation Committee’s proposal which 
has been endorsed by Governor 
Longley. - 

Essentially this amendment to 
the Maine Constitution’ would 
place limitations on future spend- 
ing for all units of government, 
including cities, towns, plantations 
and school districts.

STATEWIDE FIREWOOD USE . 
SHOWS SHARP INCREASE ; 


High energy costs have resulted 
-in. a sharp increase in firewood 
use, according to the Statewide 
Firewood Use Survey by. the 
Maine Audubon Society. The re- 
cently completed survey shows 
that 46% of Maine’s homeowners ° 
burned wood last: winter. 


woodburners. It was funded by the! 
Maine Office of Energy Resources 
which will use the information in 
its statewide energy plan. 


Commenting on the results of 
the survey, Audubon’s Wovou « uci 
Program Director Elizabeth Swain 
said, “Maine people are relying 
heavily on firewood for their home 
heating needs. Consumption of 
oil and electricity will continue 
to decline in light of lower cost 
alternatives such as wood.” 

Homeowners cited the need to 
reduce heating costs as the pri- 
mary reason for burning firewood. 
Average savings of $283 were 
estimated by woodburners ‘last 
winter. 

“With savings like that”, noted 
Swain, “it is not surprising that 
98% of woodburners intend to 
continue using firewood.” 

‘Of the nonwoodburners survey- 
ed, 27% plan to use wood in the 
future. The vast majority wanted 
more information on wood heat. 

Maine Audubon estimates in 
excess of 468,000 cords of firewood 
‘were burned during the winter of 
1977-78. An average of 3.6 cords 
of firewood was used by wood 
burners last winter. 

“Woodburning is not a fad”, | 
claimed Swain, “Over one third 
of those now using firewood have 
been burning wood more than six 
years. Over three fifths of current 
woodburners have been using fire 
wood for more than three years.” 

The survey also indicates a 
sharp rise.in the quantity of wood 
‘burned during the past three win- 
ters. Over two cords of wood were 
used by 48% of woodburners in 
1975-76, by 52% in 1976-77 and by 
61% of woodburners in 1977-78, 

‘Half of those presently burning 
firewood aré cutting it themselves, 

“Maine Audubon interprets thig 
Survey as conclusive evidence of 
increasing reliance on wood heat, 
and the choice of burning devices 
substantiates this claim,” 

Woodburning stoves were used 
by 67% of woodburners; 3% had 
wood furnaces, Fireplaces were 
used by 29% of the woodburners, 
Over 20% had one or more air- 
tight stoves. 

The survey showed that only 
15% of wood stoves were installed 
by a qualified or semi-qualified 
individual, “Not only were 80% 
of stoves self-installed, but 40% 
were installed without even the 
most stdimentary guidelines, 
Swain cattionéd woodburners not 
to ignore safety precautions. She 
urged woodburners to constlt 1o-

Director of AAA-Maine Automo- 
bile Association, introducing the 
Association’s annual School’s Open 
Drive Carefully Traffic Safety 
Campaign, pointed out that these 
few sad words often reveal the 
tragedy of a child pedestrian ac-.
